Board dials 
into United 
Way’s 211 
call center 
system

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners last week agreed to fund 
access to a phone and computer accessible 
data center which provides information to 
those in need of information to improve 
their lives or in times of an emergency. 

The board, at its monthly ways and 
means committee meeting, approved a pro- 
posal to spend $2,130 to join the United 
Way’s 211 system which serves counties in 
northeast Michigan. The cost is based on 
the county’s population of 14,203 people, 
which equates to 15 cents per capita. The 
recommendation will go to the full county 
board at its regular meeting at 9:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday, Feb. 16. 

The mission of United Way 211 is to con- 
nect people with community wide health 
and human resources and to build healthy, 
safe communities tn northeast Michigan. 
The call center adds value by promoting 
self-reliance and builds stronger communi- 
ties daily and in times of emergency. 

The information centers provide a 24- 
hour link between community resources, 
ranging from single mothers who need 
assistance providing food for her children 
to senior citizens who seek in-home health 
care. The 211 system also offers an organ- 
ized way to care by volunteering, donating 
food or material goods and making dona- 
tions where it is most needed, 

Through the 21! system, residents can 
access information for basic human needs, 
physical and mental health issues, employ- 
ment support, support for senior citizens 
and people with disabilities, support for 
child, youth and families and for crisis calls 
such as suicide and domestic violence. 

“This ts going to streamline it right down 
to one person telling that person who is 
calling who they could call to get that 
answer,” said Cindy DeLadurantaye, coor- 
dinator for the Crawford County 
Collaborative Body, which includes repre- 
sentatives from over three dozen agencies 
serving the community. “It’s meant to be a 
one-stop shop.”

Foresters trying to save » beech trees

Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) foresters 
are battling beech bark dis- 
ease, marking susceptible 
trees and those that have a 
fighting chance against the 
centuries-old disease. 

Patrick Potter, a DNR 
forester for the Grayling 
Forest Management Unit, 
said beech bark disease was 
discovered on private prop- 
erty three years ago in 
Crawford County. A con- 
sultant forester and state 
forest health specialist con- 
firmed the disease was here. 
The areas impacted are in 
Frederic and Maple Forest 
Townships, where — the 
largest stands of hardwood 


trees exist in Crawford 
County. 
Beech bark disease: 


occurs when an exotic scale, 
called beech scales, colo- 
nizes beech trees and make 
them susceptible to an inva- 
sion by one or more canker- 
causing fungi. 

Native to Europe, beech 
scale was introduced into 
Nova Scotia, Canada around 
1890, The scale and disease 
have been moving west and 
south across the United 
States and Canada since that 
time. The disease was first 
detected in Michigan in 
2000. 

Scales are tiny insects 
related to aphids. Like 
aphids, scales have long- 
tiny mouths that are inserted 


‘beech trees, 


into the tree to feed. Adults 
lay eggs during the summer, 
The hatches —- called 
crawlers ~ are born in the 
fall. Once young scales find 
a suitable location on a 
beech tree, they begin feed- 
ing off the tree, They loose 
their legs, become covered 
in a wooly mass, and remain 
that way the rest of their 
lives. They winter in this 
stage and become adult 
scales in the spring. 

The scales are spread by 
the wind, birds and on 
infested firewood. 

Fungal invasion creates 
regions of dead wood tissue 
beneath the bark of the 
This restricts 
the flow of water and nutri- 
ents, killing the trees over 
lime, 

The transport of scale 
infested beech firewood or 
logs to or through beech 
forests outside the area of an 
advancing front is prohibit- 
ed between August and late 
fail. 

But during the winter, the 
logs can be moved to lum- 
ber mills and loggers are 
allowed into the forests to 
remove trees susceptible to 
beech bark disease. 

“There’s a good window 
for opportunity for us to do 
something,” Potter said. 

According to a United 
States Department of 
Agriculture survey, 
Michigan has 15 million 
beech trees. The beech bark 
disease spreads at a rate of 


six miles per year. An esti- 
mated 7.5 million beech 
trees will be lost once the 
killing front — spreads 
throughout Michigan. 

Now is the time for state 


foresters to ramp up their 


efforts to contain beech bark 
disease before it results in 
vacant pockets of forest land 
similar to areas downstate 
and the Upper Peninsula, 
Potter said. 

“If we’re not aggressive in 
some places, it will be like 
the emerald ash borer where 
the trees are all gone,” he 
said, 

When a beech tree is 
heavily infested with beech 
scale, the entire trunk 
appears nearly all while, 

Infestations begin on sur- 
faces such as rough bark, 
near old branch stubs, under 
large branches, wounds, 
cracks or beneath mosses of 
lichens. 

Rain often washes scales 
down, so they are located on 
lower part of the trees. 

' Private landowners can 
use insecticides and. fungi- 
cides on their beech trees in 
combination with knocking 
the scale off with a pressure 
washer or garden hose a 
with high-pressure nozzle. 
They are encouraged to 
practice these measures 
annually if scales are dis- 
covered on their trees. 

“You need to be careful. 
These trees become haz- 
ardous once this fungus 
becomes —_— established,”

Potter said, “A strong wind - 
or not even a strong wind - 
can snap these trees and 
anybody downwind can 
basically have a tree falling 
on them.” 

Management strategies 
used by foresters to save 
trees on state land include 
increasing tree species 
diversity in the forests, 
reducing the density of 
beech tree stands in the 
forests, logging larger, over 
mature trees with rough 
bark and signs of decay and 
tetaining vigorous trees 
with smooth bark that have 
been determined to be 
resistant to the disease. 

Foresters and loggers 
also minimize entering the 


forest during the spring and 
early summer months to 
avoid root damage. 

“This is when the trees 
are putting their nutrients 
down into their root systems 
and storing them for the 
next year,” Potter said. “If 
we do anything before that, 
the tree does not have nutri- 
ents in its roots and we’ve 
just killed that tree. We've 
just starved it.”

Since then, 
call centers have been estab- 
lished all over the United 
States. Currently, over 240 
million people, almost 82 
percent of the U.S. popula- 
tion, are covered by 211. In 
Michigan, 81 percent of the 
population has 21] service. 
The 211 call center tocated 
in Midland County started as 
the First Call For Help in 
July 2000. Michigan's 211 
business plan calls for eight 
call centers to serve the state. 
The United Way's 211 


Midland Call Center has 
been designated to serve 22 
counties in northeast 
Michigan, inchiding 
Crawford County. 

All call centers are staffed 
by Michigan Alliance and 
Reterral System accredited 
personnel, 

The centers will avoid 
having people call from 
agency to agency and taking 
up time and resources of the 
914 system, the Department 
of Human Services and the 
library, said Cheryl Ruley, 
the executive director of the 
United Way of Crawford 
County, Residents, however, 
could access the call center 


via a computer by entering a 
zip code. 

“It’s not necessarily a 
handout, but is just) an 
answer to where they can go 
to find out what they need,” 
Ruley said. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commisstoners, 
said the 211 system has 
received high accolades from 
communities in northwest 
Michigan. 

“This is a great program,” 
he said. “Its a tremendous 
asset to all the communities.” 

Stephenson was — also 
impressed with the feasibili- 
ty to join the information 


resource system. 
Consumer’s Energy and the

Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakckley said 
the county has always grant- 
ed a fair number of hard- 
ships. He added _ that 
Grayling Attorney Dave 
Sabin, who has worked with 
the county on its foreclosure 
proceedings, recommended 
the county board approve a 
hardship extension -policy 
since more requests are 
being sought. 

Under the terms of policy, 
the property owner would 
have to prove their financial 
hardship and incomes of all 
the people living in the 
household. The hardship 
extension agreement would 
require the property owner to 
enter into a [2-month pay- 
ment agreement to catch up 
on their unpaid taxes. H one 
payment is missed, the prop- 
erty would automatically be 
foreclosed upon. 

“We've got to babysit this 
type of stuff all of the time,” 
Wakeley said. 


The policy complies with 
Michigan’s Public ACT 123, 
which deals with foreclosure 
laws, the extension of hard- 
ships and establishment of 
poverty levels. 

County officials believe 
they needed to adopt a policy 
to give more teeth to its fore- 
closure proceedings since 
people with viable hardships 
are losing the last chance to 
save their home by others 
who have abused the system. 

“They are to the point, 
right now, where they’ve 
used every angle they can to 
extend the system,” said Rick 
Anderson, 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, ‘My 
heart goes out to peopte that 
can’t pay, but there are a cer- 
tain amount of people in our 
community where it 
becomes a habit.” 

The policy only concerns 
homes and primary home- 
steads and does not apply to 
vacamt or rental properties 
and second homes, 

“Is up to us to decide to 
grant the hardship extension 
or not,” Wakeley said. 

Wakeley said residents in 
the City of Grayling are jeop- 
ardizing losing their homes 
by not paying they water and 
sewer bills. 

“Those 


payments — are 


vice-chairman of 


being added to their taxes 
and that just compounds tt,” 
he said. 

Wakeley stressed — that 
homeowners must provide 


information to prove their 


financial hardship and must 
enter into a reasonable pay- 
ment plan to satisfy the 
(axes. 

“We're getting more 
requests for extensions than 
we've ever had ‘before,’ 
Wakceley said. ““We’re here to 
help you, bul you’ve got to 
help yourself. ve told some 
of them that we had to tight- 
en up the process because 
we've had people who have 
abused the system.” 

On Monday, county offi- 
cials asked Chief 46th Trial 
Court Judge Janet M. Allen 
to enter a judgment to notify 
180 property owners that the 
county will start foreclosure 
proceedings on their land if 
they don’t pay taxes by 
Thursday, March 31. Most of 
the parcels are for vacant 
land, Wakeley said. 

Homeowners face the 
same deadline if they don’t 
enter into a hardship exten- 
sion agreement with the 
county. 

“They still have, by law, 
until that day to make their 
arrangements with — us,” 
Wakcley said.

The Avalanche apolo- 
gizes for the error, 
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Anglers of the AuSable protest 
Attorney’s General’s, oil firm’s tactics 


The Anglers of the 
AuSable and landowners on 
Kolke Creek, the headwaters 
of the renowned AuSable 
River, filed a response in the 
Michigan Supreme Court, 
rebuffing recent motions by 
Michigan Attorney General 
Bill Schuette and Merit 
Energy Company to rehear 
an important water law and 
environmental decision 
handed down by the Court at 
the end of 2010. 

In the December year-end 
decision, the Supreme Court 
reversed a Court of Appeals 
decision that relaxed protec- 
tion of riparian land owners 
and lakes and streams from 
industtial assaults and like 
other recent decisions by 
conservative judges, cut off 
the rights of affected citizens 
and landowners to sue the 
state for issuing permits that 
harm or pollute the environ- 
ment. 

In the December ruling 
for the Anglers, the Supreme 
Court reaffirmed riparian 
water law principles that 
limit exports or discharges 
of water into lakes or 
streams that alter or harm 
aquatic resources. The 
Supreme Court found that 
the massive [.15 million 
gallons per day discharge 
was “manifestly unreason- 
able”? and overturned a 
Court of Appeals decision 
that had weakened water law 
standards and erased ripari- 
an landowners and citizens’ 
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right to bring suits against 
the state for issuing permits 
that authorize activities 
harmful to lakes and 
streams. The Supreme 
Court’s December 2010 
decision put a stop to the 
proposed massive discharge 
to the creek because it would 
have violated the basic 
rights of riparian landown- 
ers and narrowed protection 
under the state’s acclaimed 
Michigan Environmental 
Protection Act, the nation’s 
first environmental citizen 
law when signed into law by 
former Gov. William 
Milliken in 1970. 

However, on Jan, 19, the 
newly elected Schuette on 
behalf of the Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ), asked the Supreme 
Court, along with a motion 
filed by Merit Energy, to 
rehear the case, reportedly 
saying that the new conserv- 
ative makeup of the highest 
court in the state gave the 
DEQ a chance to overturn 
the Supreme  Court’s 
December decision. Both 
DEQ and Merit relied on 
their previous arguments, all 
of which had been rejected 
by the Supreme Court’s 
majority decision, and a dis- 
sent to the decision filed by 
Justice Robert Young. 
Newly elected Justice Mary 
Beth Kelly, who defeated 
and replaced Justice Alton 
Davis of Grayling, who 
wrote the December deci- 
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sion, and newly appointed 
Justice Brian Zahra replaced 
Justice Maureen Corrigan, 
who left the bench to head 
the Department of Health 
Services. Under long-stand- 
ing custom, new Justices do 
not participate in cases 
already argued and decided 
by the Supreme Court 
before they take the high 
bench. In addition, other 
historical precedent rejects 
the idea that a rehearing can 
be granted based on argu- 
ment over the same issues or 
because the make up of the 
Supreme Court has changed. 

“Fhe DEQ and Merit want 
another bite at the apple,” 
said Bruce Pregler, president 
of the Anglers of the 
AuSable. “DEQ and Merit 
have made the same argu- 
ments they have for years 
and there’s simply no basis 
for their motions to rehear 
this case.” 

“We're extremely disap- 
pointed in Attorney General 
Schuette,” Pregler added. 
“He should be protecting 
our rivers, fish and the envi- 
ronment, not trying to make 
it casier to impair them. It’s 
frustrating. We have an 
Attorney General, who has a 
duly to protect our property 
owners, water and environ- 
ment, who appears to be 
playing pure politics in an 
attempt to overturn a four- 
year effort by citizens and 
property owners to protect 
the AuSable and Michigan’s 
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lakes and streams from an 
undisputedly harmful dis- 
charge.” 

A lead attorney for the 
Anglers of the AuSable, Jim 
Olson, from the Traverse 
City based law firm Olson, 
Bzdok & Howard which 
specializes in environmental 
law, declined to comment on 
the motions themselves said: 
“The Supreme Court ruled, 
the case was hard fought and 
won, fair and square. 
Hopefully, this case is 
closed.” 

The December decision 
put a period on a long strug- 
gle that made its way up and 
down the appellate ladder. 
Merit Energy was supported 
by industry groups wanting 
Michigan’s water laws 
weakened for their private 
needs. 

In contrast, the Anglers of 
the AuSable have been sup- 
ported by Michigan Citizens 
for Water Conservation, the 


Michigan Environmental 
Council, the National 
Wildlife Federation and 


Trout Unlimited, all of 


whom stressed the impor- 
tance of maintaining strong 
water and environmental 
protection laws to maintain 
stability for landowners, 
farmers, business and citi- 
zens, who are all dependent 
on the integrity of the quan- 
tity and quality of our water, 
lakes and streams.

PAY LEVELS are only 
part of the problem. Fringe 
benefits, largely health care 
and retirement plans, loom 
large in the total cost of 
employment 

That’s the same for 
schools, cittes, counties and 
other local units of public 
service. 

Sick pay provisions, vaca- 
tion pay, compensatory days 
off, overtime, holidays and 
other fringe benefits are 
expensive to the taxpayers 
who tn the long run are pay- 
ing the bills, but these are all

Total employee non-pay- 
check costs when figuring a 
public budget will add an 
additional 50 to 60 percent 
in costs to basic pay levels 
in most places. 

The Mackinac Center for 
Public Policy has declared 
flat out that “the current 
level of public-sector bene- 
fits is unsustainable” and 
claims that governments 
could save $5.7 billion a 
year if employee benefits 
were maintained at levels 
paid in private employment. 

That’s why any way to 
reduce fringe benefit costs 
without reducing actually 
paycheck levels should be a 
primary target of cost cut- 
ting.

AN ENTIRELY different 
slant comes from a new 
study by the nonpartisan 
Economic Policy Institute 
(EPI), financed largely by 
public sector unions.

Considering education 
levels, this study claims, 
state workers are underpaid 
compared with the same 
educational levels in private 
sector jobs. 

For example, the EPI 
study says, state employees 
with bachelor’s degrees 
make 2] percent less in pay 
and benefits working for the 
state than on the outside. 

At lower educational lev- 
els, up through associate 
degrees — except for high 
school graduates, who are at 
about the same level — state 
workers carn more than in 
private jobs, but 53 percent 
of state employees have 
bachelor degrees or higher, 
the EPI study says. 

The biggest disparity is in 
professional degrees, with 
private pay at $164,700 and 
public pay at $94,707. 

Other studies in recent 
years have had similar 
results when correlating 
educational levels with pay- 
roll costs,

God teaches us in Romans 
12:17-21 how to overcome 
evil with good. In Romans 
12:17, God’s love makes us 
honest even toward those 
who treat us evil. In Romans 
12:18 God’s love makes us 
as peaceful as possible 
toward even our enemies. 
Now in Romans 12:19 
God’s love makes us. non- 
vindictive toward our ene- 
mies. “Dearly beloved, 
avenge not yourselves, but 
rather give place unto wrath: 
for it is written, Vengeance 
is mine; | will repay, saith 
the Lord.” 

First, God prohibils us 
from taking revenge: 
Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves..." As Jesus 
taught in) Luke 6:27,28: 
“But FE say unto you which 
hear, Love your enemies, do 
good to them which hate 
you, Bless them that curse 
you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you.” 

In the next part of verse

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MDCH warns about dangers 
of new designer drug 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Community Health 


_ (MDCH) is waming people 


to beware of a new designer 
drug being marketed by the 
name “bath salts.” 

These so-called “bath 
salts” are being sold across 
the country as a crystalline 
powder online, at head 
shops, convenience stores, 
and on the street. These are 
not commercially manufac- 
tured bath salts that people 
purchase to use in the bath 
tub. These products are sold 
wilh names such 

as “Ivory Wave”, “Aura”, 
“ZOOM 2”, “Zeus 2”, 
“Cosmic Blast” and “White 
Rush.” They may be snorted, 
ingested mixed with water, 
injected, or inserted rectally 
or vaginally, 

At this time, hospital 
emergency departments in 
Michigan have reported 18 
cases related to the use of 
“bath salts” in the past four 
weeks, many of which have 
been in the Marquette area. 
Many of the people treated 
in emergency departments 
have been young adults in 
their 20s and 30s. Similar 
reports have been seen in 
slates across the country. 

The “bath salt” products 
may contain a number of 
synthetic chemicals includ- 
ing Methylmethcathinone or 
Methylenedioxypyro- 
valerone (MDVYP), both of 
which are strong stimutants

that can cause increased 
heart rate, chest pains, dizzi- 
ness, delusions, panic 
attacks, nose bleeding and 
nausea, Patients ingesting 
these chemicals can be 
extremely paranoid and may 
not respond to usual calma- 
tives. Some have been 
involved in homicides and 
suicides while under the 
influence. Many describe 
being chased by demons, 
gods, aliens or foreign sol- 
diers. 

Severe cases may require 
long-term psychiatric care. 

“We are very concerned 
about the use of this danger- 
ous product. These stimu- 
Jants affect’ neurotransmit- 
ters in the brain which can 
resull in violent behavior 
and death,” said Dr. Gregory 
Holzman, MD, chief med- 
ical executive for MDCH. 

MDCH is working closely 
with the Michigan Poison 
Control Center to monitor 
the number of patients treat- 
ed for use of “bath salts” in 
emergency departments 
across the state. Health care 
providers are being asked to 
send all information on sus- 
pect cases directly to the 
Michigan Poison Control 
Center.
